Eaton, who has contended the

be 
strengthened Instead of repealed, 
proposed: 
1. 
That exam inations for va­ 
cancies in state institutions first 
be held in the vicinity of such in­ 
stitutions and then, if the vacan­ 
cies are not filled, on a state-w ide 
basis. 
2. 
That department heads be 
given 
an 
opportunity 
to “weed 
out" unfit em ployes whom he de­ 
clared were blanketed in “solely 
as a result of political activities, 
and that eligible lists shall consist 
only of persons who have passed 
com petitive exam inations. 
No Political Activity 
3. 
That persons who voluntari­ 
ly participated In the 1938 fall 
political campaign or contributed 
to campaign funds be dism issed; 
those doing so under coercion to 
he retained. 
4. 
To declare political activity 
by civil service em ployes a felony 
and to pro-rate back to contribu­ 
tors in state service any political 
funds obtained 
from 
state 
em ­ 
ployes and still existing. 
5. 
To prohibit 
vacations 
for 
any state em ployes for six weeks 
preceding any primary 
or 
state 
election. 
To require tarp years resi­ 
dence in Michigan . js a tfnallfiea- 
Mon for state em ployment. 
7. 
To give greater considera­ 
tion 
to 
the 
past work records, 
reputation and habits 
of 
appli­ 
cants for state em ploym ent, and 
less consideration to “the so-called 
true and false questions.” 
House Republicans

rewrite 
the com m ittee’s skeleton bill after 
it is drafted. 


Moose Hall Raided 
By Detroit Police; 
Several Are Hurt 


Detroit, 
Feb. 22 (ZP] -Several 
persons were injured tonight when 
police of the cleanup squad raid­ 
ed a (Moose) hall In which police 
said 1.500 persons, mostly women, 
were gambling. 
The police, led by Lieuts. John 
McCarthy 
and 
Edward 
Brook, 
stepped on the stage of the hall 
and began dismantling tables and 
boxes from which numbers were 
being drawn. The audience, police 
said, booed the officers and start­ 
ed throwing their game cards and 
soft drink bottles. The cards, po­ 
lice said, measured eight by fif­ 
teen Inches and 
weighed 
about 
four ounces. 
A newspaper photographer was 
struck in the eye by one of the 
cards and was taken to a hospital. 
The crowds rushed the two exits 
of the hall, police said, and sever­ 
al women were knocked down and 
trampled upon.

Feb. 22 (ZP)— Fist fight­ 
ing on the assembly line by op­ 
posing factionalists in the United 
Automobile W orkers today forced 
the closing of the Chrysler corpor­ 
ation’s

division

made more than 17.500 workers 
in four factories temporarily Idle. 
Iaite this afternoon Ed Hall, an 
international vice-president align­ 
ed with the CIO-supported HAW 
faction, described 
the

kets at plant gates urging men 
not to work. Hall said the m an­ 
agement had refused to recognise 
his group’s bargaining committee. 
A leader of the Plymouth fac­

Dodge and ROO Chrysler employes. 
The Plymouth plant remained 
closed when the number of night 
shift workers reporting was insuf­ 
ficient to carry on operations.

Call Letters Unlisted 
“ Have been torpedoed by tm*

submarine. 
Hole 
below 
water line. 
Sinking. 
Urgent.’’— 
was the radio message picked up 
by the Radiomarine station here 
and by the Portuguese navy de­ 
partment at Lisbon, Portugal. 
It was signed with the unlisted 
call letters “ PECC” . 
While efforts to identify the 
sinking vessel 
were 
unavailing, 
radiomen pointed out th at the let­ 
ter “ C” in international code wa* 
almost the same as “ te n ” and pon­ 
dered 
the 
possibility 
that 
the 
“ PECC” might stand fo r “ Pecten.” 
Submarines Sighted 
London advices reported a Brit­ 
ish oil tanker Pecten left Trinidad 
February 8 and was due In South- 
1 hampton, England, next Monday. 
The Pecten was last reported in 
the vicinity of the position given 
in the 308. 
Efforts to reach the Pecten by 
wireless 
were 
unavailing, 
but 
radiomen pointed out that prob­ 
ably only one radio operator was 
aboard and he m ight have been 
asleep. 
Shipping authorities at Horta 
, the Azores, said officers of a ves­ 
sel that arrived there last Friday 
reported sighting two submarines

Ash Wednesday Ceremony Observed In Local Churches 


Lansing— How 
the 
Fitzgerald 
administration is going to rescue 
the schools, increase old age pen­ 
sions and perform other heroic 
acts of financial generosity, wrhile 
a t the same time it effects that 
much-promised 
$8,500,000 
pay­ 
roll saving appears now to merit 
the classification of a first-rate 
miracle. 
Six weeks of consistent economy 
efforts 
hy 
the 
governor 
have 
achieved some headway, hut the 
goal is still a long ways off. 
Senator McCallum of Ann Ar­ 
bor, w'ho solemnly warned voters 
last fall that the state deficit was 
in the neighborhood of $66,000,- 
000. took his legislative colleagues ; 
to task the other day by reviewing i 
appropriation 
demands, 
already 
$55,000,000 a year in excess of 
anticipated revenue, and calling 
attention to the mounting cost of 
state institutions. 
It was a most 
gloomy talk. 


Hospital Additions 
The state hospital building pro­ 
gram, conceded by everyone to be 
imperatively 
needed, 
will 
cost 
$2,000,000 more from the treas­ 
ury before it is completed. 
The 
institutions will then cost close to 
$500,000 more each year in salar­ 
ies and maintenance. 
“ Where is this money coming 
fr o m ? ” Senator McCallum asked. 
“ This is a question I want to have 
answered. 
We have a big deficit 
on our hands. 
If we appropriate 
large sums of money early in the 
session, we may have to deprive 
others later on of needed money.’.’ 
The comment was voiced during 
consideration of a $150,000 an­ 
nual appropriation 
to 
advertise 
Michigan as a tourist state. 
This 
amount, 
voted 
in 
1937, 
gives 
$25,000 a year to each of the four 
tourist associations and $50,000 
a year to the state administrative 
board. According to facts brought 
out by Senator Bishop of Alpena 
and Senator VanderW erp of F re ­ 
mont, Michigan receives back in 
tile form of sales taxes paid by 
outstate tourists ten 
times this 
appropriation every year.

CITIZEN AS STOCK HOLDER 
(Cincinnati Enquirer) 
Stockholders are customarily 
regarded 
as a class apart, not as "bloated" as bond­ 
holders, but still a group with the peculiar 
Interests of those who own a 
large 
or 
small fragment of productive 
enterprise. 
Yet every citizen is a "stockholder" in the 
largest enterprise of all— the United Stat­ 
es government. This Is more than a m a n ­ 
ner of speaking. It is an Important reality, 
for everyone has a stake in the welfare of 
the country. 
As a stockholder In the government, the 
average citizen has an interest in an enter­ 
prise which is now spending $21,000,000 
a day und owes total debts am ounting to 
nearly $300 for every person in the coun­ 
try. This government, in which we are ail 
stockholders, is spending $21,000,000 
a 
day but is collecting from us 
in 
taxes 
"only" $14,000,000 a day. So 
Its 
gross 
debt Is rising by $7,000,000 a day. 
Now these figures In themselves do not 
need to shock or frighten anybody. 
Ours 
is a big country and a rich country, and 
any figure— even the total population of 
130,000,000 —Is a figure hard to visual­ 
ize. W hat Is significant, rather, is the rela­ 
tionship between government expenditure 
and the total expenditure of the 
popula­ 
tion. 
This can best be understood when if is 
put on the basis of an Individual's share 
a stockholder's position. A typical indi­ 
vidual. the head of a family, might have 
an Income of $2,500 a year. If his tax'es are 
about average also, he is paying $500 
a 
year 
not all to the federal government, 
to he sure. That means there is one-fifth 
of his income which he cannot spend for 
clothing or entertainm ent or food or shelt­ 
er.

Republicans Unable to Feel Sorry for 
Plight of Donnelly

Lansing.— Regardless 
of 
the 
outcome of the present litigation 
to test the constitutionality of the 
immediate effect given the Stanley 
public service bill, 
the Republi­ 
cans whom Joseph M. Donnelly 
of Ontonagon fired 
from 
their 
jobs must get a big laugh out of 
him and his colleague, Paul H. 
Todd of Kalamazoo, chairman of 
the public utilities commission. 
Todd and Donnelly joined in 
testing the legislative procedure. 
They charge the bill that was hur­ 
ried through the house of repres­ 
entatives and state senate was 
partisan politics on the part of 
Got. Fitzgerald who just wants 
to toss them out of well-paid jobs 
to make room for his friends. 
Why, 
the 
old 
meanie! Who 
would think that Gov. Fitzgerald 
would stoop to such a thing as 
kicking out two Democrats hold­ 
ing $7,000 Jobs to make room for 
two regular Republicans? 
Of course that is just what the 
governor wants to do and will do 
if the courts do not hold the im­ 
m ediate effect action unconstitu­ 
tional. 
One can imagine a partisan like 
Joe Donnelly pulling any of his 
punches. Personalities mean noth­ 
ing to him when he is in the sad­ 
dle and won’t make any difference 
if he never gets back. 
DONNELLY IS TOPS AMONG 
PARTISAN POLITICIANS 
Donnelly 
was 
credited with 
being tops in the Murphy adminis­ 
tration among the boys classed as 
IOO per cent partisan politicians. 
Just a year ago he wanted Mur­ 
phy to fire the board of control 
of the Michigan College of Mines 
at Houghton to get at some Re­ 
publican truck drivers and scrub­ 
women employed there. Murphy is 
authority for the statement. 
Murphy also is authority for the 
statem ent that every time he men­ 
tioned civil service as ending the 
spoils system he would get a three 
or four-page single-spaced letter 
from Donnelly in which the public 
utility commissioner would take 
the governor apart. 
Donnelly 
is 
so partisan that 
when the votes were counted and 
he found that Murphy had not 
done so well in counties like La­ 
peer, Oakland and Grand Trav­ 
erse which have state supported 
institutions he stoutly maintained 
that his predictions 
had 
come 
(rue. If Murphy had fired every 
one from the superintendent down 
to the door man and 
installed 
trusted Democrats in their places 
the governor would have carried 
these counties. 
Of course, that was just Don­ 
nelly’s version of the election re­ 
sults. He probably never bothered 
checking Mackinaw county, par­ 
ticularly Mackinac island, 
which 
for the first time 
In 
Michigan’s 
history went Republican. 
True, 
the 
majority by which 
Fitzgerald 
defeated 
Murphy in 
that voting precinct was not too 
impressive, 144 to 143, but the 
fact remains the old Democratic 
precinct went Republican for the 
first time in its existence. 
Don­ 
nelly 
probably has the answer. 
Some island concession undoubt­ 
edly went to a Republican and 
the Democrats to show their con­ 
tem pt for such a proceeding re­ 
pudiated Murphy. 
rO U LD FOLIA) W EXAMPLE 
i)F FRANK R. PICARD 
But Donnelly, Todd and others 
could well take a leaf 
out 
of 
F rank A. Picard’s book. Picard is 
a party man but not to a point 
where every person not a Demo­ 
crat is a horse thief. 
While 
qualified 
to serve as 
chairman of the 
unemployment 
compensation insurance commis­ 
sion he resigned and in leaving 
state service told Gov. Fitzgerald: 
“ Being a party man myself and 
believing in party responsibility. I 
feel that the governor should have 
in his cabinet those whom 
he 
knows to be sympathetic to his 
ideals. He has a right to feel free 
from 
possibilities 
of 
sabotage. 
Therefore I believe that it makes 
for good government to tender 


this resignation even though my 
term does not expire until 1941.’’ 
Now no one would accuse Picard 
of being on the fence when it 
comes to politics. But Fitzgerald 
knows talent and ability.

be 
rigidly 
attached," many motorists do not 
heed, as thousands apply to the 
department for duplicate plates. 
No definite count of the num­ 
ber of plates actually lost is pos­ 
sible as some are stolen, others 
are mutilated in accidents. A dup­ 
licate of a lost, mutilated or de­ 
stroyed passenger or commercial 
plate, may be secured upon filing 
an affidavit with the secretary of 
state showing the facts, and the 
payment of one dollar and the in­ 
convenience of waiting 
for 
the 
new plate to be made. Each dupli­ 
cate plate is designated by the ab­ 
breviation “ Dup’’ on each plate.

A WHA project proposal 
pro­ 
viding for the 
improvement
